Gold stocks were also strong 


on the London Stock Exchange,

Within half an hour of the open- 
Ing the Financial Times index of 
130 Industrials had plunged be- 
low the 400 level for the first 
time in weeks. 


Record gold sales were re- 


ported Thursday In the London, 
Paris and Zurich markets as 
buyers, 
apparently 
expecting 


still more countries to devalue 
their currencies, traded paper 
money for gold. The French 
government let the word out It 
would resume cashing dollars 
for gold, which it stopped in Oc- 
tober 1966 because it was run- 
ning short of dollars. 


The U.S. government is com- 


mitted to buying and selling 
gold at $35 an ounce on the for- 
eign market. If a scarcity in Its 
gold supply forces up the met- 
al's price, this means the value 
of the dollar has declined. 


One important bullion dealer 


commented: "Even the Ameri- 
can gold hoard cannot hold out 
indefinitely against this sort of 
demand." But British experts 
said the United States has sev- 
eral ways to defend the dollar. 


The United States so far has 


had the help of seven other na- 
tions in a gold pool now digging 
Into its reserves to satisfy the 
new demand. The pool 
was 


founded to stabilize the price of 
gold—and the value of curren- 
cies pegged to It— by buying or 
selling whatever was needed t§ 
satisfy the market. At least half 
the gold going through the pool 
to the anxious buyers comes 
from Ft. Knox.

Synchronization in printing is called "registration,"

face of an aroused public and press. The federal govern- 
ment now has under consideration a project to make the 
Buffalo's course a national park, preserving its natural 
beauty for tourists. 


Before's today's publication Washburn telephoned Pete 


Shiras, who with Tom Dearmore owns the Baxter Bulle- 
tin at Mountain Home, to inquire whether the Gilbert 
Dam project was really dead. Shiras said that the latest 
map of the Buffalo issued by the Corps of Engineers 
eliminates mention of the 1am— therefore the national 
park project appears to have clear sailing in Washing- 


ton.
